APPLICATION FOR SCIENCE FELLOWSHIPS INVITED BY 
NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION, The National Science Foun- 
dation has announced that applications are now being accepted in 
four National Science Foundation fellowship programs for advanced 
study and research in the natural sciences. The four fellowship pro- 
grams are: 

(1) a predoctoral fellowship program for which college seniors 

and graduate science students may apply; 
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(2) a postdoctoral fellowship program for scientists who haye 
already received the doctoral degree; 

(3) a senior postdoctoral fellowship program for candidates Who 
have held the science doctorate for a minimum of five yeary 
and 

(4) a science faculty fellowship program for college teachers 

science who wish to improve their competence as teachers, 

Approximately 1000 awards will be made in the Foundation 
fellowship programs in March 1958. National Science Foundation 
fellowships are awarded to American citizens who have shown gpegy 
aptitude in science and who will begin or continue their studies at 
the graduate or postdoctoral level. Under the broadened program 
fellowships will be awarded in the mathematical, physical, medical, 
biological, engineering, and other sciences, including anthropology, 
psychology (other than clinical), geography, certain interdisciplinar 
fields, and areas of convergence between the natural and social 
sciences. 

Fellows will be selected on the basis of ability as evidenced by 
letters of recommendation, academic records and other evidence of 
attainment. Applicants for the predoctoral fellowships are required 
to take the Graduate Record Examination. Candidates' qualifications 
will be evaluated by carefully chosen panels of scientists establishej 
by the National Academy of Sciences-National Research Council and 
the Association of American Colleges. Final selection of Fellows 


will be made by the National Science Foundation. 

Stipends for National Science Foundation fellowships vary with 
the academic status of the Fellows. First year Fellows--students 
entering graduate school for the first time or those who have had les 
than one year of graduate study--will receive annual stipends of 
$1,600. Fellows who need one final academic year of training for 
the doctor's degree will receive annual stipends of $2,000. Fellows 
between these groups will receive stipends at the rate of $1,800 
annually. The stipends for regular postdoctoral Fellows will be 
$3,800 per year. Dependency allowances will be made to all married 
Fellows. Tuition and laboratory fees and limited travel allowances 
will also be provided. 

Senior postdoctoral Fellows and Science Faculty Fellows are 
awarded stipends adjusted to match as closely as feasible the regu- 
lar salaries of the award recipients up to a maximum of $10,000 per 
year. A travel allowance is also usually made available. 

National Science Foundation Fellows may attend any accredited 
nonprofit institution of higher education in the United States or 
similar institution abroad.

CONFERENCE ON ANALYTIC FUNCTIONS HELD AT THE IN- 
STITUTE FOR ADVANCED STUDY. The conference was held on 
Septem ber 1 - 14 under the sponsorship of the Air Force Office of 
scientific Research. It was considered to be successful beyond all 
expectations. More than sixty leading mathematicians from the 
United States and twelve foreign countries attended the conference. 
The program was prepared by a committee consisting of Professor 
Arne Beurling, Professor Atle Selberg, and Professor Marston 
Morse, Chairman. The principal addresses will appear in a book to 
be edited by the Conference Committee and published by the Prince- 
ton University Press. 


NEW MEMOIR, MEMOIRS No. 27, by Emery Thomas, is now 
available. It is entitled ''THE GENERALIZED PONTRJAGIN COHO- 
MOLOGY OPERATIONS AND RINGS WITH DIVIDED POWERS". The 
list price of this MEMOIR is $1.70 with the usual 25% discount to 
members of the Society. The purpose of this MEMOIR is to show the 
relation between the algebraic concept of a ring with divided powers 
and the generalized Pontrjagin cohomology operations, previously 
defined by the author. The first main theorem asserts roughly that 
the cohomology ring of a space, using as coefficients a ring with 
divided powers, is itself a (bi-graded) ring with divided powers. The 
other main result is a statement of the way in which the generalized 
Pontrjagin operations behave on certain cup-products. Finally, an 
appendix gives some simple calculations of these cohomology 
operations.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR, The Ex. | 
ecutive Director has been asked to publish the following condenseq — 
version of his Annual Report to the Council for the fiscal year 1956.; 

The report was focused on the enormous increase which has re. 
cently taken place in the financial requirements of the Society, and o 
the steps which have been taken to meet this situation. 

The picture as to expenses is as follows: 


The expenses of the BULLETIN, PROCEEDINGS, and TRANS- 
ACTIONS, have increased by 67% over the last four years. (The bud: 
get in the current fiscal year is about $90,000.) Printing bills alone 
have increased by 63%. 

The expenses of MATHEMATICAL REVIEWS have doubled in the 
last four years. The figure for the current year is $133,650. 

The total subsidies to outside journals have increased by 2-1/2 
times in the last four years. 

Total expenses chargeable to the General Funds (these are the 
expenses of the central programs of the Society), have increased by 
76% over the last four years. The current annual outlay in this cat-. 
egory is about $325,000. 

The total expense budget of the Society has increased by 95% 
over the last four years, and at present stands at $462,000. 

A question arises at once as to whether the higher levels of 
expenditure have resulted in more productivity. The Society's pro- 
gram is chiefly concerned with maintaining channels of communi- 
cations (both oral and written) between mathematicians. Therefore it 
is hard to select a good index of productivity. A reasonable measure 
might be the total number of pages published in all copies of the book 
and journals per year. In the calendar year 1954, the Society publishe 
about 14,800,000 pages and in the calendar year 1957, it published 
22,400,000 pages. This is an increase of over 50%, so the increases 
in expenses cannot be ascribed merely to mounting unit costs. 

Fortunately it has been possible to expand current income from 
year to year rapidly enough to balance the rising expenses. This has 
been done without raising the individual dues, although almost all 
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other professional societies have done so. In fact, the Society's 
individual dues have stayed at the same level for almost ten years. 

on top of this, the Trustees have at the same time held the line on 

4] journal subscription prices to members and in fact for the current 
calendar year have even reduced the members’ subscription prices 
tothe TRANSACTIONS and PROCEEDINGS! 

The increase in income has been accomplished with some loss of 
stability because a larger proportion of the total income is now ob- 
tained from the Government than used to be the case. In the little 
table below, broad categories of the income credited to the general 
funds in the fiscal year 1954 are compared with the expected income 


in the current fiscal year.

It will be noted that the proportion of support obtained from dues, 
including institutional and corporate dues, has fallen off, as might be 
expected because the individual dues have not been raised. The major 
increases in income have come through increased sales of journals 
and books and the inauguration of the sale of advertising. In various 
sales promotion campaigns, the Headquarters Offices have sent out 
some 25,000 direct mail solicitations within the past year alone. 

MATHEMATICAL REVIEWS is by far the most expensive single 
project of the Society. Its financing has always been somewhat in- 
secure. The Government has been asked in recent years to match the 
income which MATHEMATICAL REVIEWS itself generates. Through 
energetic efforts the Society has succeeded in doubling over the last 
four years the income which the journal generates. Currently there 
are some difficulties in negotiating for the Government's share, as 
is only understandable in view of the current Congressional economy 
drive and the higher level of support which must be requested. 

There has been some criticism of the Society for leaning so 
much on the Government for financial support. On the other hand, the 
Government fraction of general funds income (see the above table) is 
hot as large as in the case of a number of major universities, and 
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certainly the Society should get some credit for boosting its nop. 
Government income by 40 to 50 percent in four years without even 
raising its dues and member subscription prices. 

The Executive Director is not optimistic about the outlook fo; 
further increase in non-Government income, although he Promises 
to keep trying to develop further sources. Regular contributions fro 
business corporations are often mentioned as an important Potentia) 
source of new non-Government funds. Corporate memberships are 
already under development, and it may very well be that in the futur, 
they will play a significant role in the financing of the Society, But i 
the Society sticks to its present program without any extensions into 
the field of education or into the applications, it seems dangerous to 
depend too heavily upon the possibility of substantial corporate cop. 
tributions. It must be remembered that under present circumstance; 
corporate support must be justified solely on the basis that it cop- 
stitutes very long-range support of basic research, and it takes a 
far-sighted and public-spirited corporation to see its way clear to 
use its funds in such a manner. 

In conclusion, the Executive Director wishes to say that althoug 
he feels that the Society has accomplished a financial feat of some 
magnitude over the last four years, nevertheless he should get no 
undue credit for this accomplishment. All management problems of 
the Society are attacked on a teamwork basis.
